WANTS ‘TO FIX THE. RATES, 


Says Board Is Baio of Toads and Can 
Bring Them to Time. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 25.—{Special.}—Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioner Charles A. 
Prouty, speaking before the Lumbermen’s 
association tonight, made a strong plea for 
the establishment of a “ board of arbitra- 
tion ” to regulate charges made by railroads 
for both passenger and freight traffic. He 
attacked the present system, declaring the 
commerce commission had been “shorn of 
its powers,” and said the rallway men “ pray 
for an inefficient commission.” He wants a 
new law “to regulate in fact as well as in 
theory.” 

Attacks Views of Railroad Man. 

At the banquet Mr. Prouty said: 

“ Not long ago I read in some Boston paper, 
with great ‘Interest, some remarks of Mr. 
Tuttle, the president of the Boston and Maine 
} railroad, to his trainmen. I know Mr. Tuttle 
and have the greatest respect for him as a 
man and 4 railroad manager. He has a fac- 
ulty of saying what he actually thinks, and 
he said on this occasion what most opponents 
of railroad 
not plainly gtate. The substance of it was 

“ The transportation which the Boston and 
Maine has to sell is as much a cémmodity 
as is the cotton cloth which the Manchester 
mills have to sell, and the government has no 
more right to fix the price of one commodity 
than the other. While it may seem a little 
Uke inquiring whether the world is round or 
flat,.I wish to glance fora minute at theillus- 
tration used by Mr. Tuttle. 

Must Sell Transportation Reasonably. 

“The Manchester mills, in the manufacture 
| of their product, empioy water power and 
require land for their buildings. I have 
water power or a piece of land which one of 
these mills desires to use. Can I be com- 
pelied to sell it to that mill? Most certainly 
not. But if Mr. Tuttle's road desires to use 
my land or my water power in its business 
he can take it, no matter how strong my 
personal objection. 

“ Why is this? For the obvious reason that 
Mr. Tuttle is engaged ina public business 
and may appropriate my property for the 
public good. The right, howéver, to appro- 
priate my property in the construction of | 
his road is upon the condition that he shall 
render to the public the service of trans- 
portation for a reasonable price. He is 
pelled in taking my land to pay me its vaine, 


.. Says Board Should Fix Rates. 
“If he and I cannot agree on that value the 
question is submitted to a board of arbitra 
tors, andby their decision I must abide. So 
after a road is constructed, if he an@ 1 do not 
agree as to what is a reasonable rate for the 
traneportation of myself or my property, that 
question in the same way should be submitted 
to a board of arbitration and the decision of 
those arbitrators should govern.

In the middle of a reci- 
tation a boy will Jump from his seat for 
some indefinable reason and embrace his 
pretty little neighbor girl’ This is really one 
of our strongest proofs of feeble minded-

overaffection and insanity go hand in hand. 
The same opinion was expressed only two 
days ago by a Paris scientist, Dr. Maurice 
his “ discovery ” that love was adiscase and | 
should be treated as such.
